Japanese in the opening of their war 
will) Kussia can have astonished only 
those who are not familiar witU their 
history, says an editorial writer in the 
New York 1'o.st. 
Unlike the Chinese, 


who despise militarism, the Japanese 
have always been what Will Adams, 
the first Jinglishimui who ever lived 
among them, found them to be early in 
the 
seventeenth 
century, 
"curleous 


above measure and valiant in warn.-." 
They have always looked on iighliug as 
a pleasure as well as a duty, and so 
highly was the life militant esteemed 
that up to half a century ago soldier 
and gentleman were convertible terms, 
and the peasantry were not considered 
sufficiently elevated to participate in 
war. 
Professor Chamberlain of the 


University of, Tokyo calls attention to 
the minutine into which the government 
has gone to foster the military spirit 
and raise the army to the highest point 
of perfection. Even books of war songs 
have been officially composed and in- 
cluded in the course of instruction, and 
the professor expresses his admiration 
of the manner in which the military 
drill imposed on all government schools 
has been responded to by the scholars. 
"Even little mites of boys,'' he adds, 
"bear the flag stoutly, march miles in 
the bla/.ing sun and altogether carry 
themselves so as to show- that an ene- 
my attempting to land on these shores 
must count not only with every able- 
bodied man, but with every child. 
throughout the empire." 


Only half a century has elapsed since 


Commodore Perry opened Japan to the 
world after its several centuries of ab- 
solute seclusion. In that half a hun- 
dred years the Japanese can justly 
claim that they have made as much 
advance in the arts of war and peace 
alike as Europe made in half a thou- 
sand years. Nothing interested them 
more than our methods of warfare. 
They essayed these in the Satsuma re- 
bellion of 1877 and proved that they 
had mastered them by their brilliant 
exploits during the war with China.

The production of wheat and flour is 


a business with which tbe Russians are 
perfectly familiar, and during the post 
three years they have made the most 
of their opportunities. 
Harbin, the 


present center of the flouring mill in- 
dustry, is situated in the heart of the 
valley of the Sungari, on the banks of 
that stream, where it has the advantage 
of water transportation' from the wheat 
lielcls. In liXX) the- place did not con- 
lain a single flour mill, but today ten 
wills are in operation, with' a daily ca- 
pacity of 4,000 barrels of flour. On the 
Chinese Eastern railway, 150 miles 
south of Harbin, there is a modern 
flour mill producing 150 barrels a day" 
At Kirin there is another of the same 
capacity. At Mukden there is a new 
mill, with a capacity of 100 barrels a 
day. and there is still another at Port 
Arthur, with a daily capacity of 150 
barrels. 
So it would seem that the 


soldiers of the czar will at least get 
bread enough to eat.

After teaching- in Ja-

reached a high degree of refinement in 
their general mode of life at a time 
when our own European ancestors 
dressed in untanned skins and fed up- 
on acorns. One result of this antiqui- 
ty of their civilization is that it has be- 
come a matter of inheritance. 
The 


children are born refined. They come 
into the world, as Miss Bacon has re- 
marked, "with little of the savagery 
and barbarian bad manners that dis- 
tinguish children in this country.'' 


What makes Japan particularly vnl- 


\iable as an exemplar for us is that the 
virtues in which it specially excels are 
precisely those we most lack and need. 
Among our most unpleasant traits are 
the worship and display of wealth, the 
lack of general courtesy, the insensibil- 
ity to the charms of art the feverish 
absorption in needless work asid the 
consequent inability to enjoy elegant 
leisure. A Japanese does not j-ogsider 
himself better than others because be 
5s richer, or. if he does, he Is tc5 polite 
to show it in h!s= conduct. There is no 
servant question in Japan because the 
mistress never tries to make the maid 
feel ns if she wore an inferior being. 
Courtesy pervades nil classes, and one 
ncv<r meets with that offensive rude- 
ness by which some in this country 
fancv they prove tbeir independence 
and equality. The love of art also per- 
radrs all classes in Japan.

In Active Service the Cos»:icki» Arc 


a» tlic Eyes and Ear* of 


tlie Army—Eaoll"nel1* °* tins Infan- 
try— Medical ana Surgical Bepart- 
mcntM Finely Developed. 


The most astonishing strength of the 


Russian army is in its cavalry branch, 
says a -writer in the Chicago Tribune. 
The agricultural department at Wash- 
ington estimates that in all the world 
there are about 65,000,000 horses. The 
Russian empire' alone has 30,000,000 
horses, or nearly half of the grand to- 
tal. In the regular army of the czar 
there are no less than half a million 
horses, and this number in. time of war 
might be easily doubled. 


In the Russian cavalry, of course, 
most picturesque corps is that of 


he Cossacks. The Cossacks are really 
rof essional soldiers. 
They ' almost 


,ve on horseback, and are the only 
orsemen in the world who equal the 
ough riders of the far western states 
in feats of horsemanship. Out of a to- 
al pouplation of 3,000,000 they furnish 
50,000 men for the imperial army. 
The horses and uniforms of the Cos- 
acks are furnished by the various 
Cossack, tribal communities, and in 
amp the curious tribal signs hang 
iver the entrances to the quarters of 
ach regiment. In active service the 
iossacks are the eyes and ears of the 
Russian army. They are the scouts, 
he pathfinders, the couriers, and or- 
derlies when desperate and dangerous 
work Us to be done. They. are. much 
more independent than the common 
,oldiers of the army, and. are also 
treated with much more consideration 
by the military authorities. 


The Cossacks are armed -with rifles 


without bayonets, with swords without 
<Tiards, and the men in the front ranks 
n each company also carry lances. 
They take great care of their horses 
and are esteemed as among the most 
daring, tireless and relentless soldiers 
n the world. 
The predominant and characteristic 


color in the uniforms of the Russian 
irmy is dark green. The infantry wear 
double breasted blouses and knicker- 
bockers -of that color. The footguards 
and. grenadiers have bright colored pip- 
ngs and facings on their green coats. 
Some of the lancers wear blue, and the 
czar's hussars are brilliant in scarlet 
The Cossacks wear mostly dark blue 
or green. : But the general .effect, the 
prevailing tone, is dark green, except 
in the hot months, -when "white is' the 
leading note. 


As to equipment, a Russian infantry- 


man carries thirty rounds of ammuni- 
tion in his belt, thirty more rounds in 
a bandolier hung over his left shoulder 
underneath his greatcoat, which is car- 
ried there done up in a roll, and a final 
reserve supply of ammunition, consist- 
ing of thirty rounds, carried in a pouch 
which hangs from" a strap running over 
the left shoulder and attached to the 
belt. From the right shoulder is sus- 
pended his waterproof kit bag, and.on 
top of the kit bag is an aluminium wa- 
ter bottle holding a pint and a half. 
To the greatcoat are strapped a pah? of 
boots and an aluminium mess dish."Be- 
sides this.every six men carry among 
il'eni the materials for a tent which 
will properly shelter them, so that it 
may easily be seen that the Russian 
soldier is considerable of-a weight car- 
rier. 


The medical and " surgical depart- 


ments of the Russian army are finely 
developed. 
There are six large and 


more than 300 smaller hospitals regu- 
larly- connected with the army, besides 
a much -larger number of smaller laz- 
arettos. There are more than 3,000 
surgeons In the army on a peace foot- 
ing, and most of them are men of ad- 
vanced training and high standing in 
their profession. 
The hospitals and 


surgeons in charge are suppfied by the 
state with the latest and most improv- 
ed apparatus for carrying on their 
work in the best possible manner dur- 
ing the necessary inconveniences and 
hardships of an active campaign.

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A FULL INVESTIGATION NEEDED. 


The report of the committee of the 


National House of eprebentatives 
oi> 


the postofflce appropriation bill, which 
was presented to the House on Satur- 
day, iwas accompanied bv a minority 
one asking for an investigation o£ the 
postoffice 
department. The 
conclu- 


sions of the Bristow investigation are 
made a part of the repott, •which is de- 
clared to be a disclosure of startling 
corruption in the division investigated. 
and of a method of doing business nat- 
urally conducing to fraud. It is point- 
ed out that the investigation was con- 
fined largely to one division, and it is 
impossible to say whether or not the 
same corrupt methods obtain in other 
divisions. 
The business intercourse 


between the divisions makes such a 
condition possible and some system of 
checks is recommended so that fraud 
could not be easily accomplished. The 
minority report further cites some ex- 
amples of loose administration which 
give great force to its recommenda- 
tions. 


Certainly it is to be much desired 


ihat the views expressed by the minor- 
ity of the committee should flnd favor 
with the majority of the House of Rep- 
resentatives. The miblic generally will 
agree that if so much corruption and 
Irregularity were discovered. 5n practi- 
cally only one division of the 
post- 


cfBce department, there is good reason 
to believe that a thorough investiga- 
tion of all the divisions would unearth 
much more. It is not to be conceived 
that the punishment of those already 
discovered in wrong doing will lead to 
the discovery of frauds in the other di 
visions unless a radical investigation 
is made of them. The only way to get 
at all the facts and also to remedy the 
trouble in the department is to have a 
thorough congressional investigation 
of every division conducted in such a 
manner as will tend to bring out in- 
stead of hide the tiuth, and where 
there can be'no opportunity for favor 
to operate to shield the guilty or the 
statute of limitations run to their ad- 
vantage.

During the war of the rebellion 


whenever u Union general wanted lu- 
'onnation not to bo had through his 
scouts lie sought for some one to play 
Vhe part of a spy. 


The Federal scouts secured much 
•aluable information -without running 
.lie risk of the noose, but nevertheless 
here were numerous occasions when 
•oluntuers were oiled for to pone- 
rate the enemy's lines. The escape of 
i private named (Jarretson, a member 
of an Oliio legiment, was as curious a 
case as has appeared in print. HUMUS 
,-oIunt«'crcd in the spring of ISOo to 
enter Lee's camp, he took the lole of 
in escaped Confederate prisoner. He 
dressed in an old suit of butternut, 
committed his programme to memory 
and then boldly set out for the en- 
emy's camp. Theie had been half a 
dozen skirmishes along the front dur- 
ng the past month, with a number of 
Confederates captured, and Garretson 
was posted as to regiments and officers. 
He had decided to become a member of 
the Fifth Alabama, and he took the 
ian;e of a prisoner captured from that 
regiment. He did not at all resemble 
the man in looks or build, and there? 
was a difference of five years in their 
iges, but he depended on cheek to pull 
1101 through. 


On reaching tBe Confederate pickets 
arretson set forth his claim and was 


passed on to report to the provost mar- 
shal and be sent to his regiment. So 
far as he knew that regiment might be 
the very one which received him. He 
soon learned, however, that it was sta- 
tioned some miles away. Ills story 
was unquestioned at first, but as he 
•was ready to be forwarded the colonel 
of a Georgia regiment sent for him to 
ask him about men in his command 
who had been captured at the same 
time. As the spy was not posted about 
them he naturally fell under suspicion. 
When taken to brigade headquarters 
for examination he made a better 
showing, but was held that bis regi- 
ment 
E might be communicated with. 


Then some very remarkable things hap- 
pened. 
The colonel, after thinking 


things over, declared Garretson to be 
all right, and he was released from 
arrest and passed on. 


"When he reported to his company 


he was received without question, and 
it seemed to have been agreed tbat 
no man should seem to suspect him. 
These things aroused bis suspicions 
and put him on his guard. He had en- 
tered the camp for a certain purpose, 
but no sooner was he detected trying 
to estimate tbe strength of the force 
around him than he was again put un- 
der arrest. This time it was his colo- 
nel who questioned him. It so hap- 
pened that the man represented by 
Garretson was a new recruit and had 
been captured five" days after joining 
and before having had time to form 
acquaintances. 


For tbis-reason none of the officers 


was sure of him, and the majority of 
the company throught him ail right. 
There weie two recruits, however, who 
had 3oined the company at the same 
time and were townsmates of the third, 
and both of these men stated em- 
phatically that the Federal was an im- 
postor. He was asked about the town 
he claimed to hail from—its streets, 
buildings and citizens—and his an- 
swers appeared to be fairly satisfac- 
tory. Nevertheless he "was held and 
nest day sent to division headquarters 
to be questioned anew. 


There was a disposition to give him 


a fair show, and at tbe end of his 
fourth examination letters were sent 
off to people whom Garretson claimed 
to have known for years, asking for 
particulars. 
Replies were 
received 


from nil; but, queerly enough, no two 
agreed in their descriptions of the man, 
and that was considered as much in 
his favor as against him. His case 
was still banging fire when a soldier 
came forward from, another regiment 
and said he was a cousin of the man 
represented by Garretson and the two 
had been brought up together. It was 
certain that he would either identify 
or denounce him. 


They worked a rather slick game on 


the spy in making the test. He was 
turned loose, and it was so arranged 
that the cousin should approach liim 
at a campflre. Garretson saw the man 
coming along in a careless way. but 
immediately suspected that something 
was up and was the first to step out 
and hold out his hand.

save his life. When the spy -was ques- 
tioned he gave the nanae as it had l»een 
whispered to him, and durinc an es- 
rurination lasting an hour the officers jthe 5 
tnuld not catch either naan in a «3is- 1 
•nvpanry. Garretson was sent back to 
his company.

HOW EXHIBITS ARE HANDLED AT 


EXPOSITION GROUNDS 


Twenty Thousand Carloads of Articles 


Intended for Display at the St. 


Louis Show. 


St. Louis, March 8.—The director of 


exhibits 'of the World's Fair, Hon. F. J. 
V. Sniff, estimates that there will be 
not less than twenty thousand car- 
loads of exhibits arriving in St. Louis 
during March and April. Thirty tons 
to the car would make 600,000 tons of 
articles for display at this greatest of 
world's expositions. 


How to handle such a vast quantity 


of merchandise in the short time with- 
in which the work must be done is a 
problem that interests the public as 
well as those more immediately con- 
cerned. Everything must be done with 
system lest any of the valuable articles 
be lost. The system is all centered in 
the bureau of expedition. A man spe- 
cially trained in this branch of exposi- 
tion work is at the head of this bureau, 
Mr. Tom L. Johnson, a New Yorker. 
The system is as follows: 


The exhibitor in Boston, Providence, 


San Francisco or any other city or 
town, or in Franco, Germany or Japai;, 
is provided with labels by the World's 
Fair division of exhibits. These labels 
afe pasted on every package destined 
for the World's Fair. On the labels 
are written the name of the building 
and the number of section and space- 
in the building which have been allot- 
ted to this particular exhibitor. 


When the exhibitor ships Iris goods 


he is expected to mail, on the same 
day, his copy of the bill of lading, .to- 
gether with the "Notice of shipment,' 
addressed to the division of exhibits 
of the World's Fair. This goes at once 
to the bureau of expedition. The bill 
of lading shows tjhe number of the car, 
the route and the time of shipment, 
from •which may be estimated, the time 
of arrival. If its arrival is not .report- 
ed when expected inquiries for it arc 
set on foot. 


The bureau works in harmony with 


the 28 railroads that eater St. Louis 
and all World's Fair cars arriving at. 
their yards ara-dispatched as'rapidly 
as possible,to the World's Fair Ter- 
minal railway, which receives and re- 
ports to the bureau the numbers and 
other data of all cars received at the 
grounds. 
The bureau of expedition 


gives instructions where each car shall 
be placed. There is nearly a mile of 
unloading platforms made just 
the 


height of the car floors. Here the cars 
are unloaded by truckmen and a clerk 
representing the bureau of expedition 
checks upon the 
bill of ladjng pre- 


viously received each package as it 
comes from the cars. 
Other clerks 


look after the sorting of tho packages 
into piles destined to the different ex- 
hibit palaces and the goods are deliv- 
ered to the General Service company 
for delivery upon the space designated 
in the particular building for which 
they are intended. Each package is 
thus followed with the scrutiny given 
to a registered letter by the postal sys- 
tem. 


The system of handling a single car- 


load of exhibits is simple enough, but 
when multiplied by twenty thousand 
the possible complications are also 
multiplied. Adherence to the system, 
with men and teams and locomotives 
enough to do the work, is expected to 
work out successfully the solution of 
the problem of getting the World's 
Fair ready on time, April 30.
